Three witnesses testified before the

Williams has been an aide in the 


office of the Lingle "board of strat_ 
egy" of which Chief Investigator Pat 
loche was head. He was reported_ to 
lave bee nan eyewitness to the kill- 
ng. Stege was understood to have 
cstified merely to the corpus delicti 
7hc nature of Svoboda's testimony 
was not revealed. 


Within two minutes after the true 


bill had been voted, the jurors filet: 
up to the court room of Acting Chiel 
fusticc Philip J. Finnegan, and pre- 
sented the indictment. Foreman John 
R, MaGill's only remark in prcscnt- 
ng the document was:

Buyers of fire insurance indirectly but actually 
contribute a vast sum—approximately $30,- 
000,000 annually—through taxes, most of 
which are of a special nature, additional to 
the resular taxes borne by insurance com- 
panies in common with other lines of industry.
